Bancroft Watchman Dead 


Joseph Webb, night watchman of 
the Bancroft Marble Quarries, ‘was 
found dead by employees of the plant 
Friday morning when they came to 
work. The clothing of the deceased 
had-been burned and part of the 
body scorched when a fire broke out 
in the temporary boiler room ana 
destroyed the building. Machinery 
in the’ quarry belonging to the Ont- 
ario Government. was partly de- 
Btroyed, This industry was ‘a going 
concern and about twenty-five men 
will be thrown out of emploxment 
for the time being. 

It is presumed that Mr. Webb was 
stricken with a heart attack from 
which malady he has suffered _fo1 
some time. He is believed to have 
been opening a pipe to allow a supply 
of water to run down to the boiler. 
Last winter the pipes froze up and a’ 
temporary supply: tank was placed 
on an abutment some six or ten feet 
from the floor. Mr. Webb was 
evidently up on the abutment turn- 
ing-on the water and when stricken 
fell tothe ground. Itis further 
presumed that the fire broke out. 
shortly afterward but Webb fell far 
enough away in his fall that his body

Each year thousand of cabbages, 
asters and other plants are destroyed 
by the cabbage maggot. This pest is 
a sort of plant louse which feeds on 
the tiny rootlets of the newly set out 
plant.

‘tion of corros:ve sublimate, one ounce 


to 12 gallons of water, will prevent 
depredations: The chemical is a dead- 
ly poison and as it will eat into metal 
it must be mixed up in a wooden or 
crockery container. 


placed at the same time as the bulbs, 
otherwise some damage may result 
when driving them in beside the 
tubers. The tubers should be placed 
on their sides in’ holes from four 
inches deep in heavy clay to six inches 
in lighter soil. Use a little nitrate of 
soda to get the plants started, then 
mulch well, water occasionally, and 
if large flowers are wanted nip off 
three-quarters of the buds. 
CONTINUOUS CROPS. * 

A second and third sowing of vege- 
tables may be made with ‘most vege- 
tables. Lettuce, spinach, beets, on- 
ions, carrots and radishes can go in 
at intervals of two weeks right up to 
the first of July, while peas and beans 
can usually be planted so that one 
crop will follow another. This double 
cropping is an intensive business and 
means much cultivation and forcing 
with quickly available fertilizer such 
as nitrate of soda.

Mortality Among the Classes. 

Sir Arbuthnot Lane, in a review of 
Mr. Bilis Barker's work on “Health” 
published in the English Spectator, 
‘speake as follows:— 

The author gives convincing proofs 
of the advantage of plain living on na- 
tural food, combined with outdoor ex- 
ercise, Farm workers and clergymen 
are the healthiest classes of the com- 
‘munity, doubtless because both lead 
simple livés, with much exercise in the 
open air, Butchers and merchant sea- 
men are among the most short-lived 
people.’ The mortality: among butch- 
ers is twice as great, while that of 
merchant seamen is three and one-half 
times as great as that of clergymen 
and agricultural laborers. Butchers 
and seamen live largely on meat, pre- 
served meat, preserved vegtables and 
other stale food which is only eaten 
sparingly or not at ail by the clergy 
and rural. workers; hence the high 
mortality of the sailors not with 
standing the bracing alr of the sea. 

Many think cancer is an old-age dia- 
ease. If there were a cancer age, can- 
cer/modtality: would be higher among} 
farm workers and clergymen, among} 
whom longevity is greatest; but ac 
cording. to Mr. Barker, the cancer 
mortality is twice 'as high among the 
short-lived butchers and seamen.
